Fleeing, he was over- 
taken by Samuelson who wrested 
the hand ax from the negro's hand 
and struck 
him 
several 
times, 


knocking him unconscious. 


After questioning Konsha, Police 


Captain James Doherty telegraphed 
Omaha police: "I belie/e your ax 
man is under arrest here."

injured when his hatchet was turn- 
ed upon him by Samuelson, was

WITH HATCHET 


r,, OMAHA,' Nebr., Nov. 20 


(AP)—-A maniac "hatchet 
man" who in brutal fury 
pounces upon his victims as 
they sleep and smashes in 
their skulls with his instru- 
ment of death was sought by 
Omaha police today for the 
killing of two women and an 
aged man and the .wounding 


V of another man 
and 
his 


* wife within a 48-hour pe- 


riod. 


While the madman apparently 


s'laya grown persons without mer- 
cy he does not harm babies. Three 
children of two of the families he 
attacked were left unharmed 
their cribs. 
The latest victims of the killar, 


described by the police as "a fiend, 
a crazy man" were Harold Strib- 
ling, 23, former high school foot- 
ball star, and his 'wife who were 
attacked early today as they slept 
He entered the Stribling home at 
3 o'clock, beat in Stribling's head 
after a struggle, then calmly turn- 
ed on the lights, washed his hands 
and asked Mrs. StHbling to see the 
baby. 
He stood over its crib for 
several minutes, then forced Mrs. 
Stribling to go with him to the 
East Omaha swamps where she 
finally escaped after three hours. 
Stribling, doctors 
said, probably 


will die, and his wife is In a hos- 
pital, cruelly beaten and may lose 
the sight of one eye. 
The attack on the 
Striblings 


came while hundreds 
of 
police 


were searching the city for the 
maniac for the killing of two wom- 
en and an aged man 24 hours ear- 
lier. 
His first vitims were Mrs. 
Walter Resso, 21-year-old mother 
of three children; her sister, Greta 
Brown, 18, and J. H. Blackman, 75, 
an expressman. 


Two women and an aged man 


were the victims, all bearing the 
marks of the handax. Similarity 
of the crimes, the uniform brutal- 
ity manifest, 
convinced officers 


that the man they sought was mad. 


The victims were Mrs. Walter 


Resso, 
A 21-year-old mother of 


three children; her stster, Greta 
Brown, 18, and J. W. Blackman, 75- 
year-old expressman.

The report declared that 'ne 
site was suitable, and that the only 
remaining problem was one of fi- 
nance, and the deciding of whether 
or not the lease would be paid for 
by the city or by private subscrip- 
tion.

HUMAN FOOD FROM WOOD IS 


NEXT OBJECT OF YOUTHFUL 


GERMAN CHEMIST NOW HERE 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
(Associated Press Science Editor.) 


PITTSBURGH, 
Nov. 22. — (IP)— 
The human food that can now be 
made from wood may not appeal 
to persons desiring to reduce, but 
it is otherwise one of the widely 
used elements in table diet. 


What elements will constitute 
this food from wood were disclosed 
by Dr. Friedrl9h Berglus at the In- 
ternational conference on bitumi- 
nous coal at the Carnegie Institute 
of Technology. He is the youthful 
appearing German chemist who has 
converted wood waste into an ani- 
mal fodder. It is selling in compe- 
tition In Germany with natural fod- 
der. He also hhs told the confer- 
ence how wood is turned into real 
coal. 


Dr. Berglus said the human food 
product that can be made from 
wood is a white substance that may 
be rescribed as between starch and 
sugar. It is not sweet. H<9 termed 
it a pure, flavorless product rich 
in edible carbohydrates, and said 
It can be turned into normal glu- 
cose. 


"Though we have not converted 
this cellulose into human food," he 
said, "it may be done so readily 
that food from it for human con- 
sumption is now a possibility. To 
produce this food it is only neces- 
sary to remove the chlorides and 
some small impurities from the 
cellulose food now made for animal 
fodder." .

hibitive expense. 
The use of pulverized coal to op- 
erate the steamship Mercer was 
described In a joint paper by C. J. 
Jefferson Mead, fuel conservation 
section U. S. shipping board, and 
Commander J. J. Broshek, officer 
in charge, fuel oil test plant, U. S. 
navy. 
"The possibility," they reported, 
"of efficient, reliable and safe op- 
eration of marine boilers with pul- 
verized fuel Is no longer a hypo- 
thesis.

The presiding officer read a let- 


ter dated November 14 and signed 
"Samuel Lawson." The letter was 
received by the steamboat inspec- 
tion service in an envelope on the 
flap of which was printed "United 
States Lines." 


The letter contained charges that 


the inspection of the Vestris by 
Captain Keane and an inspector of 
boilers, consisted of the inspector 
enjoying a hearty breakfast on the 
ship and "swilling whiskey and beer 
in the ship's bar." 


Captain Keane was asked how 


much, it any, of this letter was 
true. 


"The whole things ;., the most 


outrageous lie I ever heard," he 
said. "I am thq fourth generation 
of my family 
which 
has never 


touched a drop of any stimulant." 


Captain Keane tolcT in detail 'of 


his inspection of the Vestris, com- 
pleted several days 
before 
the 


steamer left on its ill-fated voyage. 


Everything ShipsJmpe. 


He said he found everything that 


was his responsibility to Inspect in 
good condition. He mentioned par- 
ticularly the coal ports and the halt

. ' A t the sugges.'on of newspaper- 
men covering the hearing, it was 
decided to call reporters who inter-

listing at a dangerous angle and 
was in what her captain1 was quot- 
ed as saying "a serious condition." 
The radio logs were read before 


the Inquiry by Arthur C. Costigan 
of the Radio Marine Corporation 
and John F. Smith of the Marconi 
Wireless Company. The R. M. C. 
owns the land stations which were 
in communication with the Vcstris 
the day she sank and the Marconi 
Company, an English concern, con- 
trols and operates 
the wireless 


equipment on all Lamport & Holt 
liners, which included the Vestris 
and the Voltaire, which 
was the 


nearest of the line's ships to 
the 
Vestris when she sank- They were 
about 150 miles apart. 


Nothing1 to Communicate. 
The radio log from ihe Voltaire 


as read by Mr. Smith showed that 
at 4:56 a. m., Monday. Nov. 12, th'e 
day the Vestris sank, she sent the 
signal "QRU," which means 
"I 


have 
nothing 
to communicate." 
The SOS was sent at 10 a. m. The 
log also discloses that a similar an- 
swer was received .from the Vestris 
by the Voltaire the evening before 
and that a later message at 8:52 
p- m.. Sunday asking "Have you 
anything to communicate," brought 


no response. This was an hour 
and a half after, the cargo had 
shifted and warned the officers for 
the first time, according to Chief 
Officer Johnson's testimony, that 
something was 
wrong with the 


vessel. 
The logs of the R. M. C. disclos- 


ed that the Italian steamer Giogio 
Ohlscn was only 35 miles from the 
Vestris when she went down and 
had received the SOS and the Ves- 
tris' position. 
The Italian vessel 
was not mentioned in any of the 
rescue attempts. Costigan gavo it 
as his opinion that she went to the 
rescue but couldn't find the boats 
and "didn't say much, about it." 
' 
Life Boats in Order. 
The other witnesses at yester- 


day's hearing were Herbert 
G- 


Welland, 23-year-old third mate, 
and a 20-year-old assistant steward 
in the second class. Welland tes- 
tified the lifeboats were in good 
condition and that there was no 
confusion in lowering the boats. 


He also testified that he 
saw 
Captain Carey "between 4 and 8 
a. m. Monday" and that the cap- 
tain, admitted to him the situation 
was serious and 
ordered him to 
make an Inspection of the ship to 
see if he could discover where she 
was making water. 
He said he 


found nothing. 
He said he had 


examined the lifeboats before the 
ship sailed and that they were all 
in good shape.

To a traveller who is not a tour- 


ist, but a leisurely student of the 
many-sidedness of life around the 


~ globe, the memories which mean 
most have to do, not with places 
and things, but with people. The i danger, storm 
superficial spectator 
in strange heart's attitude 
lands remarks only 
the curious 
customs and costumes and the un-' 
familiar sights. But the thought- 
ful man observes the vast and fun- 
damental human ' unities, 
which 
mortals share in common. Noth- 
ing is more significant to a trav- 
eler than the evidence that the 
.whole world prays. 
Here is a stupendous truth. Be- 
neath and within all faiths, In all 
lands, the heart of man turns in 
supplication and in adoration to 
the Supreme Being. Primitive pa- 
gans toss votive stones on wayside 
cairns, and tic rags to sacred trees 
and tombs; how many myriads of 
these dumb prayers I have seen 
all over Asia! 
I have watched 
ten thousand 


Moslem men praying in concert inn 
the Great Mosque 
of Damascus; 
and I have seen the agonized sup- 
plication of a homesick race in the 
faces of Jews who were fervently 
kissing the stones of the founda- 
tions of Solomon's Temple, at the 
Walling Place in Jerusalem. I have 
stood for hours, until daylight be- 
gan to dawn, 
with 
the Greek 
monks at prayer in the Chapel of 
the Burning Bush on Mt. Sinai; 
and I have worshipped, In sympa- 
thetic reverence, with an American 
Catholic priest who was celebrat- 
ing mass in the ancient crypt un- 
der St Peter's in Rome. 
I have 
•watched, with compassionate ten- 
derness, the Hindu pilgrims at 
Benares, 
praying 
before many 
shrines; and in the sacred Moslem 
city of Kerbela, off In the desert. I 
have seen and heard a company of 
•weeping, wailing women commem- 
orating the death of Hussein. 
At 
many a shrine In Japan, especially 
at Ise, I have waited respectfully 
'while eager and devoted pilgrims 
made their prayers; and In remote 
Buddhist monasteries I hsve seen 
the priests go through their elab- 
orate devotions. In the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre, in Jerusalem, 
I have beheld passionate pllgnms 
kissing the cold stones in devotion 
and In supplication; and on the 
face of an Afahgn mullah, in St. 
Sophia, Constantinople, I have seen 
written the excess of the agony of 
contrition and prayer. With count- 
less companies of native Christ- 
ians in many mission lands, I have 
fellowshipped 
in prayer to our 
common Father and Saviour.

thousand years ago. What has our 
-automobile-riding, jazz-loving, lux- 
urious-living generation got in com- 
mon with the lonely, barren shep- 
herd life of Syria and Arabia, mil- 
UnlumY ago?' Just this: that the 
Psalms voice the most vital and 
varied moods and experiences of 
the heart of man more accurately 
than any literature produced to- 
day. When souls kneel or He pros- 
trate' before their .Maker, all the 
trappings of time and place slip 
away, and they are simply children 
turning to a Father for the fulfil- 
ment of their old. and 
changing 


needs. 
An Active Life's Secret Springs. 
• Said an oriental teacher,. "God 
quickly fades out of the life that 
forgets to pray." An old saying 
puts the same truth on a lower, 
more material plane, 
"He who 
ceases to pray, ceases to prosper. 
Magazines and books abound In 
discussions of present problems of 
religion; yet the one comprehensive 
.problem is how to bring back the 
reality of God to the overcrowded 
llv«s of this generation. 
If 
the 
church were to turn to prayer, she 
would find herself at the same 
time turning to peace and purity 
and power. 
The old missionary 
slogan might well resound, "With 
prayer, or not at all." The armies 
of God can advance only on their 
knees. Often we bewail our clay's 
lack of great preachers; but 
a 
greater shortagge Is of secret pray- 
er. Burning hunger 
of heart, 
.which seeks satisfaction 
« in the 
.apartness of prayer, is religions 
* first need. 
, 
When we turn, as the Interna- 
tional Uniform Lesson Invariably 
turns us. week by •week, to the Bi- 
ble Itself for light on life, we find 
that Paul, like his Master. Jesus, 
was a man of prayer. 
To him 
prayer was more of a. reality than 
the mobs or judges or storms or 
adventures or labors that he en- 
countered. For an explanation of 
the persisting power of his peer- 
less fife, with Its incredibly varied 
activities, we must look to his hab- 
it of prayer.. This constant com- 
munion with God was the gyros- 
cope which held steady the storm- 
tossed ship of his ministry. 
A Friend's Service to Friends. 
As the poet Tennyson cried, 
"Pray for my soul! 
More things are wrought by prayer 
Than this world dreams of." 
So Paul prayed for his friends. 
Nothing reveals the warm human- 
ness of this great statesman-mis- 
sionary more than his prayers for 
commonplace people. By name he 
bore them on his own heart, and 
by name he bore them to 
the 
heart of God. He well knew that 
the shortest road to real helpful- 
new Is that Which runs by the 
throne of God. Lift and light are 
Imparted to any man's life by the 
knowledge that a godly friend is 
praying for him. "I never got be- 
yond the reach of my mother's 
prayers" is the testimony of many 
1 a person. When the arm of as- 
'SisUnce is short, and the thought 
of helpfulness is baffled, and the 
fellowship-of physical presence is 
denied, then the power of prayer 
' reaches forth, across sea and land, 
through prison walls and encircling 
•foes, and "moves the Arm that 
of parted friends is that 
"Though sundered far, by faith we 


meet, 
Around our common Mercy Seat." 
, Paul prayed in adversity; every- 
one does that: "My God!" is the 
instinctive cry of even the Irrelig- 
ious in a moment of calamity. But 
Paul also prayed rejoicingly. 
To 
read only his prayers of thankful- 
ness, one' might suppose that his 
'life was a bed of roses, a thing of 
tranqulllty, with never a wish de- 
nied. The darker his • davs the 
'brighter his praise. The Golden
